by a fire that originated in tho nxjms of 
the Union League, on the third floor of 
The Minneapolis Tribune building. The 
flte was disoovered shortly after 10 
o^dook br a dJgtiigl, maaaenger, and al< 
meet before an alarm oould be tnmad in 
every door and w lutuw of tiM immenae 
BOTen-story building was belching fire 
and smoke. There were upward of 
eighty men, including the editorial staff 
and a force of compoaitora, at work on 
the aeveuth floor, and these were penned 
in like sheep by ihe shoata d flao^ th«t 
separated them 'from the tleTator and 
stairway. 

Then began a fremded stampede for 
the window and roof. Meanwhile the 
fire dcpartnictit had got a ladder up to 
the sixth flo< )r, and from there thirty or 
forty men were taken out of tlie hnild- 
ing and lauded on terra tirrua. Those 
who were on the roof dared nut dcscoud, 
and several iuuipod to the roofs of ad- 
ioining builuings and eecajxid with a 
few brxuBtifi. 

Dr. Olson. ])re8ident of the University 
of Dakota, at Veruullion, was among 
these on the ruof, and seeing lUl mi'ans 
of erttwjH' cut off, he essayed to juiii|i to 
an adjoiniag building, lie slijiped and 
fell to the lodge of the wimiow on t)ie 
sixth btory, and from there to tlie 
^•ound. lie fell head foremost and wiis 
instantly killed, every Iwni' in his IxKiy 
being broken.

way, and thej'e th(iy wen^ roast«'<l U) 
death and Bubi*<H}uently i rubhed to a 
pull) liv falling timbers. 

While the fire waw at its heiglit J. Mc- 
Cutcheon apjKfareil in one of the \v]ii- 
dowu of the comiKWing room and jumjM'd 
into a nt't held by tne Hremen Ixdow. 
The weight of his Ixxly carried the net 
to the st<)ne pavement, and lie died in a 
few monitiuts ufUir tjeing picked uj). 

A few minutes after he j\nni>«»d an- 
other printer appeared at a wiiulow on 
tlie opposite side of the r(M>ms. He was 
told to wait a moment and a ladder 
would be sent up to him. He appeared 
crazed by fright, however, an<l instcid 
of waiting piult>d a revolver, and, placini^ 
the muzzle to liis liead, tired. Tlio re- 
l)ort was hoiml in tlie street, and the man 
was seen to droj) to tlio ll«x)r. His name 
oould not be learned. 

It was rumored that another man had 
also shot himself, but tibii npottcoold 
not \>f verified. 

There are doubtless several jM-ojile in 
the ruiiLs, but just how many will not be 
known until the debris is n^moved.

All night long the steamers threw wa- 
ter on the tjuming and amokkag ruins 
without cessation. Tlta fero« vat was 

on duty during the night was relieved by 
another and the good work went on im- 
cea.singly. A few spectators stood 
around during the entire night and as 
Buon as light began to dawn in tlie east 
others came, so that as early as 8 i)'clock, 
there was a considerable crowd on liiuid. 

As the day advanctnl and the light 
became more distinct the completeness 
of tlie wreck became more and more 
evident. The upper thNM* had given 
way and their weight lOgether w ith the 
job jiresses and he;i.y iron safes had 
carried all Inifore ii, into a confused 
mass in the basement. Here and there 
an iron girder n-iiiinned in position, but 
so ins(>curely fixed that it appeared that 
but a slight jar would l>e required to 
send It crashing to the bottom. A few 
of themt girders were bent and twisted

masses that fell u]M>n them from above. 
It had been hoped that the solidity of 
the first floor, 8upi>orted as it was by 
heavy iron ]>osts and girders would sup- 
port, the overlying mass and thus pro- 
tot;! the presses in the basement. But 
an examination of the ruins proved the 

iirohalile delusiveness of tiiis hopt*. 
>erything ha<l given way before the 
Btii{)endou8 weight and the basement 
was piled full of the heavy debris. 

The vaults in the newspaper offices ap- 
peared to be in good condition, and im- 
leas the heat was too intense the con- 
tents will l>e found to t>e in a good state 
ct preservation. The walls are cracked 
but little, and in the opinion of Chief 
Stetson there is no danger of their fall- 
ing. The ruins probably drew a much 
lart'er crowd Sunday than did the 
churciies. It looked as though every- 
body hiid ttinied out to witness the terri- 
ble "work of tlie tire fiend. This was es- 
pecially the ( ase in the afternoon, when 
the sidewalks were lined with sw'ctators 
for some dist .ru e from the buililing, and 
tlie overflow foun<l standing ronn in the 
middle of the Streets. The day was 
warm enough for spring and the melted 
snow, together witn the water tlutjwn 
about by the tire anginas, made a mix- 
ture alK)ut the oousifltancy of mortar on 
the sidewalks and In the streets. 

It was a generally aoceptad fact that 
bodies were buried beneath that hertero- 
geniits mass, but how many no one 
oould tell. (;hief Stetwon and the other 
membi^rs of the fire department Hpjxxir- 
ed to doubt wliether all the inmate's of 
the liuiMinn had escaped. Chief of 
Police Hrackett, who ban handled umny 
fires in the past thought tluTe could not 
be more than two or three liodies buried 
in the ruins. (Careful inquiry faile<l to 
show that anxious friends had ni.ide in- 
quiries for lost on(«. But one reiK)rt of 
a missing man could traced U) a relia- 
ble source, that came from Burke 
O'Brien, who said a man who had work- 
ed for him had disappeared, and he fear- 
ed his ImmIv would \>*' found in the ruins. 
The elevator man who w;i.s rejiorted 
missing turned up safe during the day. 

Charles A. Smith, tlu' elevator man on 
the night service, did very creditable 
work. Ih' was a new man, having oidy 
been in the j)Lice since the first of the 
week. AfbT the fire started he made 
five trijis, the last when the shaft was 
uctually on tir<\, and saved a nuinlxT of 
jieople. Smith says he siuelled lir»> for 
three-quart<-'rs of an hour U'forebe could 
find its Ux-ation. After looking on all 
the flix)rs he linally t'(>lt the heat on tlie 
third floor, and was atxmt to break in the 
d(x>r of the fateful ro(jm when the tran- 
stim burst imd the flames sprang up. Ho 
is confitlent that the tire originated in 
E. A. Harmon's otlice, and worked 
through the partitions befon- breaking 
into the hallway, but this seems well 
nigh imixfcvsihle. Smith is certain that 
iiKjre i>e<jple were btirucHi than havebet'U 
reixirtiHl. He savs that about five min- 
utes Ix.'f'ore the tire was discovered he 
carried a heavy, dark-complexion^nl la<ly 
to the sixth ftoor. She jisked for the 
editorial rooms of The Pioneer Press. 
He did not take her buck iu the elevator, 
and he is sure she ooold nol faave^Dne 
down the stairway. 

Sinith also says that a tall young man 
with a bliick mustache shot himself on 
the seventh ll(H>r near the c!oiuposing 
r<H)in diHir. Smith was up on his last 
trip and called to the voung man to 
come into the elevatcjr, \>ut he seemed 
dazed by the heat and smoke and delib- 
ately drew a revi)lver anil fired into his 
own head, falling, as Smith sujUHises, 
quite dead. Just Wifore he fired tlie shot 
he exclaiintKl: "My (rod! My wife and 

." then the bullet did its work. 

The ad joining buildings were sa\'ed by 
the exertions of the firemen, but The 
Tribune building is a smoldering mass of 
ruins. The Tribune Iosms its entire tiles. 
Hitchcock, the court ste.nogmpher, loss's 
the evidence in all the cases taken for a 
number of years in the District court. 
The Tribune job printing c<jmpany is 
among tlie heaviest sutt'erers, as it loses a 
number of valuable presses, its full com- 
plement of type and its liindery.

they would do uuder tlie s.imi' circimi- 
stanres. In my opinion the department 
dill all that could be done under the cir- 
cumst4inces. I charge the loss of life to 
the owners of tliu building, whoMlldto 
provide projK-r tire es«-apes."

Tljiera was some apimrently unaocount- 
•ble-^eiay in turning iu the alarm for 
the fire department uu Saturday evening 
and they arrived on the ground it seemed 
tobf a long time before they got to 
work. This was a geueiul cause of cum* 
ment by the spectators. 

In an interview Chief Stetson talked 
as follows ou the subject: 

"Iu tlie first place, there was some 
unpardonable delay In sending in the 
alarm. I had no knowledge that there 
was a fln« until it hud m^e such head- 
way tliat it ctdjld n'Jt bo checked. The 
man who puUwl the alarm !>ox was so 
excited that ho tlid not do it properly, 
and sent in a uill for police instead of 
fire. This be did three timee, as the 
record* at ]x>ii(^ head<iuarterB will show. 
Finally the proper alanit came in and I 
arrived oo tne ground shortly after. . I 
took in the situation at onoe, and titer 
sending iu a general alarm ge^ve mv A^ 
tentioQ to rescuing those poos fellows 
away up in the composing room. 

"Of what importance is a building 
wlven some twenty human lives are oi 
stake? i gave niy persunul attention to 
the manipulation of the ladders and left 
the supervision of the steamers to my as- 
sistants, calling out to the men to do aU 
they could to rescue those on the seventh 
fl<K)r. 1 ordered the ladder nm up. The 
Ixjys workeil with a will. We planted 
the ladder o|i|X)site a window where 
there were a nuinb«'r of men looking out 
and began to run it up. The telegraph 
wires were in the way, and we kictpre- 
cious tiuie trying to avuid them, itien 
our n>|)es ^ot entangled in the wires.

IIo Tf1(>);i':i|>Ii4 Thnnki to ttie King of 
Portagal fur HI* Kindness la getting 
Apart the Xassltedas Palaaa fte mia 
t7se. Bat Deoltncs to Aooept It— Ha Will 
Continue UU Journey to Nice— Otkar 
7oralgn News. 

LOMDOir, Deo. 3.— The Portugnaga 
ateamar Alagoas, witii ex-Emperor Dom 

Pedro and his party on hoax4i arrived at 
St. Vincent, Cape De Verd ialands, Sat- 
urday, All the members of the party 
are well. Upon the arrival of the 
Alagoas an attempt was made to inter., 
view. Dom Pedro oonoemiag the events 
tiiathadladtohia ilgfaiHIan aada^ 
Ha danHawd, Iwwafvaav to enter into any 
diMNMiOB relbMra to tfia revolution, bat 
stated that be had been treated with the 
utmost kindness throughout. The Ala- 
goas will proceed for Lisbon. 

When the steamer arrived at St. Yin- 
cent she was fljing the new flag of the 
United States of BnudL The flag re- 
mained flying tmtil the Braeil consid , 
boarded luu- and iafonued the captain 
that the provisional government had 
given instructions that the old flag waa 
to be hoisted at St. Vinoent and Lisbon. 
The offiosrs of the steamer, not having 
direct orders from Rio Janeiro, declined 
to make the change. They, however, 
immediab^ly sent a cable dispatch to Rio 
Janeiro, asking for orders relative to the 
flag, pending the arrival of' whksh <h» 
Alagoas flies no flog at alL 

The Alagoas was convoyed four and 
one-half days from Rio Janeiro by a Bra- 
zilian man-of-war. The war ship waa 
much slower than the Alagr)as, and the 
latter's paaaage was oonstHptently much 
longer than it would otherwise have 
been. Fine weather was exjH-rienced all 
the way from Rio Janeiro to St. Vin« 
cent. 

Ujxm the arrival of Dom Pedro at St. . 
Vincent, he telegraphed to the King of 
Portugal, gratefully thanking the latter 
for his kindness in setting apart the Nes- 
sidades i)alace for his ase, but declining 
to avail IiimseU of the offer. He would 
go to bis former quarters al . 
Braganza, and after a fgW 
would go thence to Nice. 

There are great preparations goinf ee 
in Lisbon, both inihtary and ciido^^ tSf - 
the reception of IX)m Pedro, of Bnau. " 
B<>th niyalists and Republicjuis are as one 
in their desire to pay a rx-rsonal tribute 
to the deposed ruler of Brazil, who is be- 
loved by all. But though no friction is 
likely to (x;cur between the political fac- 
tions on that occasion, it is pretty gener- 
ally conceded that the Republioaill will 
at some not distant day cattsa a MbI to 
be made of their strength.

The examiningitrial of John ThomnB|for 
shooting and killing Henry L. Newell, Jr. 
last Friday niffht was commenced this 
morning atlOo'clock before Judge Coons, 
at the court house. The Commonwealth 
was 'represented by Messrs. Phister and 
Wall A £. L. Wortbington, while Messrs. 
Wbitaker A Robertson and John L. Whit> 
aker appeared for defendant. Mr. Bruce 
Metcalfe was the flnt witness. In sab- 
tance ha «dd : I was at tbe Oentral Hotel 
Friday night, wUli Robt. Caldwell. We 
ware in the barroom. JobnThomas was 
standing at tha end of tha ooantar. Ferd 
Hechinger nntl Henry Newell came in 
and Ferd ordered tbe beer. Thomas re- 
foaod to lot Vawallhafaaay. Vawell says 
"I will go behind tbe counter and get it. 
Thomas replied : " You're a good man." 
Nawell then made some insulting remark, 
but I didn't hear what it was. 
Thomas pulled his pistol and fired three 
or foor shots over Newell's head. 
I went out the back door. Heard other 
shots, but can't say how many. After- 
wards saw Newell in hall at ladies' en- 
tranea» lying on his elbow breathing 
hard. When flnt shots were flrad it 
looked like Newell had hold of Thomas' 
pistol. I never saw him bave any weapons. 

Bobart (Mdwall nest tasMfled. He 
was in the barroom when Newell and 
Hschinger came in. Didn't pay much 
attOBtkm to them nntil Thomas refused 
to let Newell have the beer. Hechinger 
declined to drink unless Newell was 
given beer also. Newell said if he wanted 
it he would go behind the counter and 
get it. Thomas replied : *' You're large 
enoagb and there's the beer. You'd bet- 
ter cona and gat it," or sooMthing to that 
effect. Ha was oool and eolleeM and 
neither were talking very loud. Newell 
made aome remark but didn't hear just 
what H wsa. TbaaM eald: "I wont 
take such Ulk attbatftOOl any s— n of a 
b— b." I saw blai laaah in the drawer 
iMNlflyaadfilaplitol. I apprehended 
trouble and went out back door. Three 
shots were fired before I got out, but I 
didn't tarn around. Heard a ahot after I 
got out. The first three were fired in 
quick succession. I remained in the bil- 
liard room until things had quieted down. 

Hiram Dangberty, nigbt clerk at tbe 
Oentral Hotel, was on duty Friday night. 
Newell and Ferd. Hechinger came in 
abont 10:45 o'clock. They passed into 
the barroom, quietly. Tbe next tbing I 
heard was the pistol shots— three or four. 
Didn't hear any loud words. I stirted 
to the ladies' hall to eall Mr. OoUier. 
Heard other shots. A h I was Coming out 
of the hall, Newell came in and fell. As I 
I roachad the door, Thomas was in the 
office and 8;iid: "Where is he." I re- 
plied: " He's here, but don't shoot lliis 
way." When Newell came in tbe hotel 
he seemed to be nadar the iofliieace ot 
liquor. 

Frank Bfady, colored, a bell-boy at the 
hotel, was on doty Friday night. Saw 
Newell and Hechinger come In and go 
into the bar. I was in the office when 
tha abooting was doao. Hesrd three or 
four shots. Heard no worda or sonlBing.

crease the coinage to M,000,000 a month, 
a proposition for the free coinage of sil- 
ver and a prupusition to auth<wiie the 
issue of paper m<mey based on silver bul- 
lion held on deposit by the government. 
That there will be some moidiflcation of 
the present laws Koveruing the coiuiige 
of diver there is fittle doubt as the 
of the flUTMrwell Iw of the West, and 
bankers and financiers in both aeoUons 
are agitating the question now. 

Two co-ralative questions which agi- 
tated the last ccHigress will come up be- 
fore the Fifty-first congress for a soBat 
deal of discussion. An effort will be 
made to amend the tariff laws, and a 
strong influence will be brought to bear 
to have the internal revenue laws r»> 
pealed. It is generally understood that 
the Republican majority in houxe and 
senate will make an effort to have a bill 
on the line of the Allison tariff bill of 
last year put through lx>th houses and 
sent to the president The discussion of 
this question may be p<)sti>oniHl fur sev- 
eral months. It is bound to absorb a 
great deal of the attention of both houses. 
Mr. Mill, of Texas, has been (|uoted re- 
cently as saj'ing that tlie Democrats in 
the house would possibly filibuster to 
prevent the passage of any tariff bUl at 
this session, but the liepublioaa majori- 
ty^ has little fear of this. 

Senator Farwell, of Illinois, will intro- 
duce a bill to abolish the civil service ex- 
aminations. He has discussed the mat- 
ter with the president and had told the 

S resident what he pr()]xwes to d<^. II<> 
enounces the law as a menace to g<R>d 
government. Representative Candler, 
of Geoiyia, will abo introduce a bill to 
repeal the civil service law. Representa- 
tive Hitt, of Illinois, in a recent inter- 
view, expressed the opinion that the civil 
service law would be amended but not 
repealed and this seems to be tlu' view 
of a great many of the older im-inbers 
of the house. Mr. Hitt abto l>eliuves 
that the inter-state commerce law will 
be amended. 

The questions of the relations V>etweon 
the Umted States and Canada and of tlie 
effect of competition of the Caniidiaii Pa- 
cific railroad and i^s conni.'< ti()iis with 
the railroads of the country, will come 
up for discussion in th(> senate under re- 
ports to bo presented by special coiumit- 
tees which liiive U-en iuvcHtigiiting tlie 
subjects during the piist suniiuer. The 
comniittet^ on Pacilit; railways, which 
has been to thf^ Pacific coast thw sum- 
mer, will make some reoouuueudutit'iis 
to the senate as to the forfeiturci of the 
liuids granted to the Pucitic railroads. 
The general iiiiprftsijion is that legislation 
on this subjtx-t will iifTtn-.t only those 
lands whidi remain uueanitid at the 
present day. 

There is Jittle doubt that a river and 
harbor bill will bo passed by this con- 
gress. Th(! kH;ai demands for it ar^ of 
such a cimriioter that they cannot Im 
ignonnl, particularly as cougi-ess at its 
last session mode no appropriation for 
the improvement of river and harbors. 
The Hul)ject of coast defenses will l)e de- 
baletl in house and senate with what re- 
sult it would Ix) hi'rd to dut«'riaiiu! now, 
A numlier t^f amendments liave been 
prepared to Im» offered to the existing 
cauU'ool lulxjr laws, rtoino upi>hcations 
have beun ma<lu to the secretary of the 
treasury for the mlmission of skilled la- 
borers to ustuliUsh induwti'ius of which 
American workmen have no knowledge. 
It is d«sii«d that the enforcement of uie 
law in these cas(« works unnecessary 
hardships. Tn prevent this congress will 
be asked to .uiii iid the law. Some minor 
amendments will also be necessary to 
moke soiu(^ of its provisions effective. 

Congrt>ss w ill be asked at an early day 
to provide a form <»f government for 
Oklahoma. A bill for thi<* purptiso is 
tow being prepartHl under the supervi- 
sion of the seciwtary of tlie interior.

Am a result of the meeting of the
